Among subjects which will be con- 
sidered by the committee are the fol- 
lowing: 

Duplication of bills, in upper and 
lower houses. 

Duplication of committee work. 

Magnitude of committees. 

Public hearings. 

Members of the commitice admit 
that the existing practice in this and 
other legisiative bodies of cuplicating 
bills is petnicious. It is ‘done, prin- 
cipally, because Senators and Assem- 
blyman, from indentical districts desire 
to have their names attached to bills, 
partioulariy those bills which are of 
benefit to their districts. For this reason 
practically all appropriation bills and 
many measures of general public wel- 
fare are duplicated. The only way 
thus far suggested to obviate this 
difficulty, is a Committee on introduc- 
tion of bills which would cull out all 
duplicates. 

Consolidatea committees, made up of 
Assembiymen and Senators, also are 
to be considered. it is hoped that some 
means may be devised by which any 
bill may be discussed before one com- 
mittee and then presented for approval 
of the two houses, instead of going 
twice through the committee mill. 

This feature, and the unwieldly size 
of committees, especially those on ju- 
Giclary and finance, are considered 
big obstacles in the way of fast work. 

The committee also will consider the 
posting of public hearings on al! bills 
of wide genera! interest. At present 
such bills are granted a hearing, or 
many hearings, upon request, but 
many of these requests come melodra- 
matically at the last moment, and neces- 
sitate t duplication of work. Com- 
bined committees, it is thought, will 
reduce unnecessary work to such an 
extent that more hearings can be given. 

These and other propositions will be 
taken up by mail among the committees 
and, later on, in meetings.

PASADENA, March %.—For two 
hours yesterday afternoon 2000 people 
were wild with applause as they 
watched the daring feats of Aviators 
Charies F. Willard and Eugene B. Ely. 
who gave an exhibition at Tournament 
Park. Not all of the audience was in- 
side the park fence, in fact but a:smal! 
portion of it paid to get in, preferring 
to remain in the fields, yards and lawns 
in {he southeastern part of the city 
near the park. For once the great 
live oak trees in that district and in 
Oak Knoll were alive; they- were filled 
with boys. The roofs:of neighboring 
houses were black with humanity and 
the big building of Throop Institute 
was filled with sightseers. 

The exhibition was filled with thrills 
from start to finish. Each of the avia- 
tors made three ascensions and per- 
formed numerous dare-devil tricks. The 
day was almost perfect for flying, al- 
though, at times, there was quite a 
stiff! breeze blowing from the west. 
The air about the park was good with 
the exception of one air-hole imme- 
diately above the Throop building 
which came near throwing Willard off 
his balance once and caused Ely to 
make a quick finish of his last flight. 

Both aviators complained of the 
limited space of the grounds but de- 


| cleared everything else was ideal, espe- 


cially the polo field wher» they made 
their rises and landings. Both aviators 
showed perfect control of their aero- 
planes. Willard used one of his own 
machines which is modeled after a 
Curtiss machine, and Ely used a Cur- 
ties racer. In his second flight, Ely 
made sixty miles an hour, during 8 
four laps around the field, reaching 
In his first 
ascension Ely got a thrill himself al- 
though it was unnoticed by the crowd. 
He was fiying over the west side of 
the feild at an altitude of about 200 
feet, when he struck a strong current 
of air which turned his machine parti- 
ally over, at the same time his engine 
suddenly stopped and for a few seconds 
the aviator was looking for a bare spot 


(on which to light, when his engine 


started running and the danger was 
over. 

“It looked a little bad for Bn in- 
stant,” fe said after he had made his 
landing. “I could not s« anything 
but these big trees, and if my engine 
had not rallied quickly. I would prob- 
ably have had an accident.” 

Both aviators performed a number 


of beautiful glides and dangerous dips. 


In his last flight Willard made two 
beautiful dips to the grand stand. At 
one time he dived from an altitude of 
200 feet to within ten feet of the crowd, 
When he again arose and the terrified 
people again caught their breaths In 
his second flight Ely widened his cir- 
rie, fying over Lamanda Park and 
nearly to Altadena.

UBSTANTIAL JUSTICE. 
There are two elementary principles of 
English and American criminal! jurispru- 
dence which have existed from time imme 


morial and which have been sanctioned and 


guarded by organic and statute law. One 
jis that in a criminal case a defendant shal! 
not be compelled to testify against himself. 
The other is that at the trial of one accused 
of crime a wife shall not be permitted to 
testify against a husband or a husband 
against a wife. 

In a civil case an error of the court below 
which did not deprive the losing party of a 
substantial right, or violate the express pro- 
visions of the Constitution or a statute, may 
be, and often is, disregarded by the appel- 
late tribunal. But in a criminal case an 
error is conclusively presumed to have 
prejudiced the defendant and a new trial 
must be granted him for such error, how- 
ever morally culpable he may be. The law 
is so tender of the rights of those who are 
accused of having infracted its provisions 
that one of its maxims ig—‘“Better that a 
hundred guilty men shal! escape than one 
innocent man shal! be punished.” 

The late iconoclastic. Legisiature in its 
ravages among the glementary principles of 
jurisprudence has proposed, in Senate 
Amendment No. 26, to do away with all ex- 
isting safeguards and in criminal cases to 
give the judges of both original and appel- 
jate courts a free hand to punish those 
whom, in their Judgment or their caprice, 
are deserving of punishment, whether they 
have been legally convicted or not. 

Senate Constitutional Amendment No. 26 
provides that “in criminal actions shall 
not be reversed upon appeal ess the 
higher court decides that the errors cited 
involve a miscarriage of justice.” 

Put this amendment in working harness 
and consider. how it would operate. A. is 
accused of murder. Against the protest and 
objections of his counsel his wife is allowed 
at the trial to testify against him. Without 
her testimony there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to convict him. The Appellate Court 
confirms his death sentence on the ground 
that it believed him to be guilty anyhow, 
and that the admission of the testimony of 
his wife against him, although an error, did 
not involve “a miscarriage of justice.” 

B. is accused of a highway robbery al- 
leged to have been committed at Calexico. 
At his trial the evidence showed that the 
robbery took, place several hundred yards 
over the line in Mexico. Counsel for de 
fendant asked the court to instruct the jury 
that, in order to find the defendant guilty, it 
must have been proved that the act consti- 
tuting the crime was committed in the State 


of California. The instruction was refused 


and the jury brought In a verdict of guilty. 
The Appellate Court affirms the judgment 
because, although the refusa! of the court 
to give the instruction aske@ was error, yet 
there was no miscarriage of justice because 
the defendant robbed the complaining wit- 
ness, even if be did rob him in Mexico. 

-C. is accused of larceny in stealing a 
horse. On his trial the erime was proved, 
but the sealous District Attorney, in order 
to obtain what he called a “lead-pipe cinch” 
for a conviction, introduced evidence which 
the court admitted against the objections of 
the defendant's counsel that the culprit had 
committed bigamy. The Appellate Court 
confirmed the judgment on the ground that 
the error did not “involve a miscarriage of 
justice.” 

In a trial for counterfeiting the prosecu- 
tion called the defendant to the witness 
stand. He refused to testify. The District 
Attorney on the final argument to the jury 
insisted that this amounted to a confession 
of guilt on the part of the defendant. The 
court refused to stop him and in its instruc- 
tions affirmed the position of the prosecut- 
ing officer. The Appellate Court refused to 
reverse the verdict of guilty on the ground 
that the man manufactured a bogus halt. 
dollar and his conviction was not @ “mis- 
carriage of justice.”

From Jungfraujoch the 
line is to be carried to the summit of the 
_ Jungfrau (13,670 feet.) Two hundred and 
eight workmen are at present émployed on 
| the tunnel. They have just lately been 
_ working at an elevation of 10,820 feet, ex- 
actly under the summit of the Monch, and 
in spite of the somewhat rarefied atmos- 
| phere they are boring at an average rate of 
eleven and a half to thirteen feet daily. 
' Nearly four miles have now been pierced, 
about half a mile still remaining to be bored, 
so that by October or possibly November 
next it is hoped the tunnel will be complete- 
ly pierced. A “window” with a view over 
the Guggi Glacier, ig soon to be made in the 
side of the tunnel, There is already a “win- 
dow” near Station. 
_ Admiral Sir William May, the new com- 
/mander-in-chief at Devonport, is one of the 
most popular officers of the British navy, and 
has held many offices, including that of con- 
troller of the navy, of second sea lord of the 
admiralty and of commander of the Atlantic 
fleet and also of the home fleet. It was he 
‘who added Christmas Island to the British 
empire, assuming charge of the annexation, 
and has probably done more than any other 
officer in the service to develop the use of 
the torpedo, of which he is regarded as 
leading expert of the day. He took part in 
Admiral Sir George Nares' Arctic expedi- 
tion In 1876, being badly frostbitten, and 
was a particular favorite of Queen Victoria, 
also standing high in the good graces of the 
Kaiser, to whose service he is generally at- 
tached when that monarch visits England. 
He enjoys the distinction, somewhat rare 
among British naval men, of being a re 
markably good linguist. 
An attempt is being made in Germany by 
the Minister of the Interior to prevent the 
introduction and quotation of foreign secu- 
rities. It is desired to promote home in- 
vestments. The annual savings of the Ger- 
man population is estimated at £ 200,000,000. 
In 1910, the Minister of the Interior says, 
Germany invested £176,000,000, of which 
£26,400,000 were in foreign securities. Dur- 
ing the last ten years the iargest amount in 
any twelve months invested by Germany 
was in 1909, when the enormous sum of 
£ 243,000,000 was sunk. The smallest amount 
was in the financial year 1903-4, when the to- 
tal investments fell to £130,000,000. Ger- 
many’s foreign investments during the ten 
varied from £52,700,000 in 1902-3 to 
£ 8,400,000 in 1907-8.

vestments at that time, while in 1907-3 the

type of sovereign who is content to be a 
mere figurehead. England does not yet 
know him, but it will before very long.

tomorrow night, Dr. F. J. Raven, who 
has charge of the San Diego county 
exhibit, yesterday had sent to him 
from San a collection ef gems 
from that county valued at $60,000. 
This has been installed in the San Di- 
ego booth, and is the most valuable 
single exhibit at the show. 

In many ways the collection is one 
of priceless value, as many of the 
specimens could not be replaced at any 
cost. The management of the exposi- 
tion has provided a watchman to guard 
the stones at night. 

These gems have been ad- 
mired by society people wherever they 
have been exhibited. Among them is 
a specimen of tourmaline valued at 
$14,000. The collection comprises speci- 
mens of kunzite, hyacinth, beryl, to- 
paz, garnet, quartz, ruby, yellow topaz, 
chrysolite, zircon, moonstone, 1, 
chrysoprase, abinite, actinolite and 
epidote.

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When Schreck was fighting at his 
best, several years ago, championsah's 
bouts were drawing about $36,000 
gates and the promoters were lucky. 
Schreck’s wildest dreams of success 
never got beyond a gate that turned 
out to see him and the “white hope” 
go through six slow rounds. 

In his palmy day as a fighter 
Schreck would have murdered a man 
like Morris in six rounds. He was a 
ferocious fighter and had a terrible 
punch. It was delivered in an awk - 
ward manner and always from an an- 
gle that was hard to figure out. 

Some idea of Schreck’s condition 
can be gained from his weight. He 
stepped into the ring with Morris 
weighing well over 200 pounds. When 
he was at his best, he weighed about 
= pounds and that was heavy for 

m. 

I will never forget one fight I saw 
Schreck have on a barge on the up- 
per Mississippi River, several years 
ago. He was rung in on a fighter by 
the name of Hughy McMahon. Hughy | 
had been making quick work of all his 
opponents ¢icept Tony Caponi, the 
Italian, who fought Jim Fiynp in Los 
Angeles a short .time ago. But Tony 
was well known and then he had tried 
and couldn't win over McMahon, so a 
bunch ef Chicago sports wired that 
they had a man they thought could 
whip McMahon. He was an unknown, 
but as he had been a great favorite in 
the town he came from, he would be 
heavily backed. He had been a black- 
emith and was very strong. McMa- 
hon's backers went around congratu- 
lating one another on the soft mark 
they had found and they couldn't wait 
until the day arrived for the fight. 

Finalty, ene Sunday afternoon, I 
think it was the spring of 1902, | 
Schreck put in his appearance. He 
looked as “ruby” as his backers had 
said and had a pair of deep-set | 
aquinty eyes to top off his Dutch face. 
But his shoulders and arms looked as 
good as any fighter’s ever did. 

The steamboat, a small craft used to 
tow logs, dragged the barge upon) 
which the ring was pitched down the 
river a short way from St. Paul, Minn.. 
and there the two men went at ‘each 
other like a couple of bulldogs. 

Never was a pug hit harder or more 
often than Schreck hit McMahon, and 
when he finally applied the “snooze 
pill” he almost toppled Hughy into the 
father of waters. 

At that time Mike was an awkward 
lad and almost made himself look 
ridiculous in the ring by crouching 
very low and sticking his right hand 


as is the custom with nearly all fight- 
ers 

Just how much money was cleaned 
up on that fight was never known, 
but I personally knew of several 
thousand that changed hands. 
Schreck’s end ef the purse couldn't 
have been more than $150 or $200. 
But he kept on climbing and slipping 
until finally booze and beer put him 
down and out for good. 

Jim Corbett maintains to this dav 
that Schreck, if he had taken care of 
himself, would have been the legiti- 
mate heavyweight champion. But per- 
sonally I always looked upon him as 
being too small to figure in a battle 
with men like Johnson and Jeffries. 

Schreck’s past reputation rot him 
his eficounter with Morris, and jf he 
got his share of the gate receipts, he 
will have enough real money to keep 


But how about Carl Morris? Cari 
bas been as much talked about as any 
of the white hopes and has done about 
as little. He is the biggest and strong- 
est of the long list of dubs. who have 
come to the front with elaims as fu- 
ture greats and his pre-eminence is 
due to the publicity that has been giv- 
en him by the Oklahoma press agents. 

The wildest story that has ever been 
sent out about Carlos was regarding 
the price paid by an Oklahoma synd!i- 
cate of sporting men for a contract 
with him. It was alleged that $25,- 
600 had changed hands when Morris | 
changed managers and that 


much | 
more would be spent on him getting 
him in shape to fight Jack Johnson. 
The truth probably is that when 
Cari quit his job as engineer on the 
railroad he was aasured three squares 
a day until he either njade good or 
blew up. 
He has had a hard time getting | 
started, but now that he is going, he | 
ought to have an easy time getting 
stomped. At the fight at Sapulpa, | 
Tuesday, Jim Fiynn stirred up a lot! 
of ill-feeling against the big brute) 
when he offered to bet $1000 he could 
whip him then or at any old time.
